Many  months  ago  I  believe  I  read 
something  of  these,  but  mt  carefully.  These  11  pieces  are  shiny  brass, 
about  3  1/2“  In  diameter,  most  are  stamped  KOREA,  and  a  slip  of  paper  with  them 
is  dated  3-2-68  and  says  they  sell  for  $5.00  each  in  the  Orient.  Soma  are 
thick  and  soma  thin.  Each  shows  either  one,  two,  three,  four,  or  five 
horses,  crudely  outlined,  racing  west  (to  the  left).  The  tall  of  each 
horse  Is  four  wavy  lines.  The  reverse  of  each  Is  the  same,  half  Oriental 
language  characters,  and  half  more  characters  In  a  square  box*  except  one 
character  varies,  likely  the  number  to  correspond  with  the  inumber  of  horses.
